Salt round

HELSINKI (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union said yesterday that the fifth 
round of the strategic arms limita- 
tion talks (Salt) with the U:S, were 
“useful” and opened up “certain 
prospects" when the discussions re- 
sume in Vienna.

Ulster minister quits

Lynch in talks today with Faulkner 
and Britain's Prime Minister Ed- 
ward Heath. 


FIRST SINCE 1925 

These talks are the first of their 
kind since 1925, when the border 
was agreed between Protestant-dom- 
inted Northern Ireland and the 
Irish Republic. The talks are aimed 
at ending the riot and guerrilla 
strife which in two years have cost 
Northern Treland 110 dead, hun- 
dreds wounded and untold economic 
damage. 

Both Mr. Faulkner and Mr. Lynch, 
who is due in today, had separate 
sessions with Heath scheduled be- 
fore the main talks get under way. 

Neither British nor Trish sources 
expected any dramatic solutions to 
emerge. The British give the im- 
pression they will de happy if the 
talks get through to their schedul- 
ed close on Tuesday without any 
explosive walkouts.

Brezhnev briefs 
Bulgarians on.

SOFIA (UPI). — Leonid Brezhnev, 
Secretary-General of the Soviet 
Communist Party, arrived here yes- 
terday from Hungary on the second 
stage of his flying tour through 
Eastern Europe to brief Warsaw 
Pact leaders on his talks with Presl- 
dent Tito. 

Brezhnev was met at Soffa Air- 
port by Bulgarian Party Chief To- 
dor Zhivkov and other party and 
Government leaders. 

The Soviet party boss on Satur- 
day concluded a three-day visit to 
Yugoslavia, where he reaffirmed 
Moscow's guarantee of Yugoslavia's 
right to control its own internal 
affairs. But Instead of going home 
to Moscow after the visit, he flew 
first to Hungary and then to Bul- 
garia to tell his allies why he en- 
dorsed President Tito's liberalized

Bulgaria, a staunch ally of the 
Soviet Union, arranged an official 
welcome that brought thousands of 
flag-waving Bulgarians into the 
streets, and workers were given 
half a day off to take part in the 
celebrations welcoming Brezhnev. 

He and Zhivkoy rode into town 
together in an open Russian-made 
Chaika limousine that contrasted 
with the West Germao Mercedes 
that Tito had laid on for his Soviet 
guest In Yugoslavia.

Central Committee sald Brezhnev 
came on their invitation for a

But the 
press cannot replace that intuitive 
feel an experienced politician gets 
through continuous personal con- 
tact with his electors.

Qn the other hand, the spread 
of information through the press 
compensates the public, to a large 
extent, for the lack of personal re- 
lations with its representatives. The 
population seems to have accepted 
the lack of contact with those they 
choose to represent them, 3 and this 
in, turn hes discouraged the elected. 
body, which feels little. responsi- 
bility to report ‘and thus loses con- 
tact, with the interests and wishes 
of their electors. 

As a result, there are indications, 
still small, that when the next elec- 
begins, in about 
mid-1978 probably, there will be at- 
tempts to form new political par- 
ties based on appeals to ethnic 
groups living In the suburbs of the 
three major cities as well as in 
some of the towns mentioned pre- 
viously who have until now been 
poorly represented. 

As well as the 120 Knesset Mem- 
bers elected nationally, over 450 
men and women are elected as 
councillors of the 28 municipalities, 
and 930 are chosen as represen- 
tatives of the 96 local councils, In

Yet those elected to city and town 
councils are frustrated to discover 
that they have little means to ex- 
press themselves on civic matters 
and soon after election they dis- 
appear from public view. Few at- 
tempt to maintain any kind of com- 
munication with their electorate be- 
fore the next elections. 


Councillors unpaid 


Councillors receive no remunera- 
tion for fulfilling public office, unless 
chosen as mayor or salaried de- 
puty mayors. In office, they are 
expected to attend periodic council 
mee! and meetings of gub-com- 
mittees to which they have been 
elected. Those among them who are 
interested in civic affairs are soon 
sobered by the difficulties in cut- 
ting through red tape. They soon 
find out that they are not expected 
to nurse the electorate and it can 
be assumed that the majority of 
voters has little idea who among 
the councillors lives in their area. 
It is unusual for any of them to 
be approached to solve a civic prob- 
lem bothering a neighbour resident. 

‘The electors, never spoilt by their 
representatives, do not seem to wor- 
ry too much about the lack of 
communication. Their ties with the 
administration their use of 
public services such as Kupat Ho- 
lim, through the trade unions and 
news they receive from all the mass 
media, seem to compensate the lack 
of contact with their representa-

Israel needs money, but it needs 
capable executives and managers 
even more. When Mr. Hilton of the 
Hilton Hotels was asked to reveal 
the secret of “his success, he 
answered: “When I find a 
manager, I then build or lease a 
hotel and not before then.” 

If we operated on Hilton's prin- 
ciple, Ashdod port, perhaps, would 
never have been built; the same 
might apply to other public and 
private enterprises, strike- and 
trouble-ridden. I have often advised 
a foreign investor to overlook the 
balance sheet and to reach a deci- 
sion on the basis of his talk with 
the executive manager of the entér- 
prise under consideration. In Israel, | 
even official and semt-official mono- 
polies fail for want of an able 
manager. 

For the New Year, let us not 
solicit funds or bonds from able 
executives abroad, but rather their 
administrative skill, requesting not 
less than a full year’s service in 
8 particular enterprise. Such a re- 
quest challenges the commitment 
of the Jew abroad, Money doesn't.

No Mapam-Labour crisis; 
only tension, says Mapam man

Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — “Heightened tension, 
rather than a state of crisis" was 
how Mapam Political Secretary 
Naftali Feder described current re- 
lations between his party and its 
senior ‘partner tn the Alignment, the 
Labour Party. 

The rash of reports of a crisis 
in the Alignment, verging on ἃ 
break-up, were firmly denied by Mr. 
Feder, who pointed to the “serious 
disagreements” prevailing in the 
Alignment over labour legislation. 
Mapam was bitterly opposed to the 
proposed strike restraint legislation 
recently recommended by the La- 
bour Party Leadership Bureau, 
which Mapam regarded as “reatrict- 
ing the freedom to strike.” He ex- 
plained: “naturally this creates ten- 
sion, which some call a crisis. But 
I do not see it leading to a break- 
up of the ent.”

‘What is needed is to increase the 
Histadrut’s authority in order to 
conduct free professional struggle, 
and thereby avoid wildcat strikes.” 

Queried on how Mapam would 
vote in the Knesset, Mr. Feder said 
his party would continue to oppose 
the proposed law, but would not 
boycott any phase of the discus- 
sions, “We are interested in ex- 
tracting as many of the ‘teeth’ 


84 posstble." As for the Knesset 
vote, Mapam members would seek 
— as a minimum — to win the 
right of abstention in the plenum 
from the Alignment faction. 

The Mapam leader noted that a 
number of prominent Labour Party 
men were rather unhappy with this 
legislation. Mapam still hoped that 
by the time the law reaches the 
third , its scope would be 
so restricted that “it will become 
the least of evils."

As for Mapam criticism of inter- 
nal Alignment relations, Mr. Feder 
said Mapam regarded the Alignment 
as a partnership wherein they were 
the smaller partner, “but in a 
partnership there canbe no diki 
He said that Mapam's complaint 
was that the Labour Party did not 
always observe the custom of prior 
and due consultations. As a most 
outstanding example, he mentioned 
the post-devaluation policy. ‘What 
took place on the morrow of the 
devaluation we consider a practical 
and psychological mistake, meaning 
the raising of prices of basic com- 
modities, Sich could have ‘ been 
avoided by prior consultations.” 

Mr. Feder held that one way of 
avolding strikes was for the His- 
tadrut to demonstrate it was de- 
finitely uot a branch of the Govern- 
ment “and I think Ben-Aharon has 
succeeded in that.” The main reason 
for the strikes was the unjust dis- 
tribution of national income between 
the various strata, and this must be 
rectified by ensuring workers a 
decent, living wage, and not re- 
ducing them to becoming recipients 
of social welfare hand-outs. 

Meanwhile, in Haifa, the Sea- 
men’s Union warned that since the 
pro legislation would deprive 
it of the right to strike, it would 
be forced to resort to indirect ac- 
tion, such as go-slows or reporting 
sick by its members. The sailora 
demanded an urgent meeting with 
the Histadrut trade union chief. 


Talks to begin with Arab

Kashti would cut 
defence budget

HAIFA. — The former Director- 
General of the Defence Ministry, 
Mr. Moshe Kashti, now general 
manager of Zim, yesterday offered 
his own recipe for easing the coun- 
try’s financial problems, aggravated 
by the heavy spending on defence.

Ejilat desalters

EILAT. — The ” strike at 
the Electric Corporation’s desalting 
plant ‘here was ended on Saturday, 
after Mr. Gideon Sen-Israel, the 
Labour Ministry’s Chief Labour Re- 
lations Officer, arranged a bear gp 
mise whereby extra staff would be 
added on the maintenance shifts. 

Development Minister Haim Gva~

TEL AVIV. —.The Histadrut Cen- 
tral Committee decided yesterday 
that general elections showld be held 
in the Hapoel Sports Organization in 
December, tor the first time in the 
history of the Organization. 

The Histadrut body thus accepted 
the recommendations of a five-man 
subcommittee, headed by Mr. Yis- 
rael Kessar, aimed at healing the 
ills of the Hapoel Organization, un- 
covered by the BHtzioni Committee. 

Yesterday, Mr. Allon sent letters 
of appointment to the members of 
the Yadlin Committee on sports 
gambling, which is to work out 
practical reforms in keeping with 
the Etzioni Committee recommenda- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, late on Saturday 
night, a delegation of Labour Party 
activists from Hadera called on 
Education Minister Yigal Allon at 
hig home in Jerusalem to protest 
his decision to refer the local team’s 
case back to the Football Associa- 
tion supreme court for adjudica- 
tion.
